wasrepealed, and take. pony oy Act of Parliament, in the firſt year of the 
Reign of our late Sovereign Lady.Queen Mary, tothe great decay of the due 
honour of God, and diſcomtort to the protellors of the truth of Chriſts 
” it therefore enatted by the Authority of this preſent Parliament, That 
the ſaid ftarute of Repeal, and every thing therein contained, only concerning 
the (aid Book, and the Service, Adminiltration of Sacraments, Rucs and Ce- 
remonies contained or appointed in, or by the ſaid Book, ſhall be yoid and of 
none efect, from and after the Feaſt of the Nativatie of St. John Baptiſt next 
coming : And that the ſaid Book, withthe order of Service, and ot the Ad- 
mini{tration of Sacraments, Rites, and Ceremonies, with the alteration and 
a4ditons therein added and appointed by this Starute, ſhall ſtand, and be, 
trom, and atrer the {aid Feaſt of the Nativity of St. John Baptije, in tull tarce 
and cffect, according to the renour and effect of this Starute ; Any thing in 
the torcſaid Statute of R tothe con ' notwithſtanding. 

And further be it enacted by the Queens Highneſs, with the aſlent of the 
Lords and Commons in this preſent Farliament aſſembled, and by Authority 
of the ame, thar all, andingular Miniſters in any Cathedral, or Pariſh- 
Civirch, or other place, within this Realm of England, Wales,and the March- 
& of the ſame, or other the Queens Dominions, ſhall trom and after the 
Fealt of the Narivity of St. John Bapti/t next coming, be bounden to ſay and 
uſe the Martens, Evenſong , Celberation of the Lords Supper, and Admini- 
fration of cach of the Sacraments, and all their Common and open Prayer, 
in ſuch order and form as is mentioned in the ſaid Book, fo Authoriſed by Par- 
lament in the faid fifth and fixth years of the eng pd King Edward: the 
Sixth ; With one alteration, or addition of certain Leflons to be uſed on eve- 
ry Sunday in the year, and the torm of the Litany altered, and corrected, and 
two ſentences only added in the delivery ot the Sacrament to the Communi- 
cants, and none other, Or otherwiſe : And, that it any manner of Parſon, Vi- 
car, or orher whatſoever Miniſter, that ought or ſhould ting, or ſay Common- 
Prayer mentioned in the ſaid Book, or Mmilter the Sacraments, trom, and at- 
ter the Feait of the Narivity of St. Jobs Baptiſt next coming, retule ro uſe the 
ſid Common-Prayers, or to miniſter the Sacraments in ſuch Cathedral, or Pa- 
riſh Church, or other pace as he ſhould uſe ro: miniſter the ſame, in ſuch 
order and torm, as they be mentioned, and ſer forth in the ſaid Book, or ſhall 
wilfully, or obitinately ſtanding in the ſame, uſe any other Rite, Ceremony, 
Order, i orm, or Manner of Celebrating of the Lords Supper openly, or pri- 
vily, or Mattens, Evenſong, Adminittration of the Sacraments, or other open 
Prayers, then is mentioned, and ſer forth in the ſaid Book ; ( Open Prayer in, 
ana throughout this AF, is meant that Prayer, which is for other to come 
wit», or hear, either in common Churches, or private Chappels or Orato- 
ries, commonly called the dervice of the Church) or ſhall Preach, Declare, 
or ſpeak any thing in the derogation, or depraving of the ſaid Book, or an 
thing therein contained, or of any part thereof, and ſhall be thereot lawful- 
ly convicted, according tothe Lawsot this Realm, by verdict oft»clve men, 
or by his own confeſſion, or by the notorious evidence ot rhe Fact ; he ſhall 
loſe, and forfeit to the Queens Highneſs, Her Heirs and Succefſors, tor his tirſt 
offence, the profit of all his Spiritual Benetices or Promotions, coming oc aril- 
ing in one whole year next after this conviction. And alſo that the perſon fo 
convicted, ſhall for the ſame offence ſufter ay pans wy by the ſpace of fix 
months without Bail or Mainpriſe. And it any fuch perſon, once convic- of any 
offence concerning the premilles,ſhall atter his tirſt conviction, efrſoons offend, 
and be thereot in torm aforeſaid lawtully convict ; That then the ſame perſon 
ſhull for his ſecond offence ſufter impriſonment by the ſpace of one whole year, 
and alſo ſhall therefore be deprived ipſo faFo of all his Spiritual promotions ; 
And, that it ſhall be lawful to all Patrons, or Nonours of all and ſingular the 
ſame Spiritual promotions, or ot any of rhem, to preſent, or collare to rheſame; 
As though the perſon and perſons ſo offending were dead: And that if any ſuch 
perſon or perſons after he ſhall be rwice convicted in tormatoreſaid, ſhall oftend 
againit any ofthe premuſes the third time,& ſhall be thereof in torm aforeſaid, 
lawtully convicted; That then the perſon ſo oftending, and convicted the third 
rime, ſhall be deprived zpſo faFo ot all his Spiritual promotions, and alſo ſhall 
ſufter impriſonment during his life : Andif the perſon that ſhall offend, and be 
convict in torm aforeſaid, concerning any of the premiſles ſhall not be Bene- 
iced, nor have any Spiritual Promotion; Thar then the ſame perſon, ſo of- 
tending, and convict; ſhall for the firſt offence, ſuffer impriſonment durin 
one whole year next after his ſaid conviction, without Bail or Mainpriſe : An 
it or ſuchperſon not having any rus promotion, after his firſt convicti- 
on, [hall etrſoons oftend mn þ ing concerning the premifles, and ſhall in 
rm atoreſaid be thereof lawfully convicted, That then the ſame perſon ſhall 
tor his ſecond offence ſuffer impriſonment during his life. 

And itis Ordained, and Enacted by rhe Authority aforeſaid, that if any per- 
on or perſons whatſoever, after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of St. John Bap- 
{i\t next coming, ſhall in any Enterludes, Plays, Songs, Rimes, or by other 
Open words rs ny or ſpeak any thing in the derogation, depraving, or de- 
ſiting of the ſame Book or of any thing therein contained, or any part there- 
of, or ſhall by open tact, deed, or by open threarai compel, or cauſe, or 0- 

wile procure, or maintain any Parſey, Vicar, or other Munilter in any Ca-

fay any Common or Prayer, or to Miniſter any Sacrament otherwiſe, 
or in any other manner, and form, then is mentioned in the ſaid Book 4 
Or by any of the ſaid means ſhall unlawfully interrupt, or let any 
Parſon, Vicar, or other Miniſter in any Cathedral, or Pariſh-Church 
or Chappel ,or any cther place, ro fing, or fay Common and open 
prayer, or to miniſter rhe Sacraments, or any ct them , in ſuch manner 
and form, as is mentioned in the ſaid Book ; That then every ſuch Perſon 
being thereot lawfully convitted in form aboveſaid, ſhall forfeit tothe Queen 
our Sovercign, Lady, Rer Heirs and Succeffors, for the tirſt offence an hun- 
dred marks: And thany perſon, or perſons, being once convidt of any ſuch of- 
fence, eftſoons offend again any of the laft 1ecited offences, and ſhall in form 
aforeſaid be thereof lawfully convitt : That then the ſame perſon, ſo cffend- 
ing and convict, thall for the ſecond offence forteit ro the Gen our Sove- 
reign Lady, Her Heirs and Succeſlors, tour hundred marks: And if any per- 
ſon, after he in form aforeſaid, ſhall have been twice convict of any offence 
concerning any ot the laſt recited offences, ſhall oftend the third time, and be 
thereof in torm aboveſaid lawfully convict; That then cvery perſon ſo offend- 
Fg and convie, ſhall for his third offence forteit ro our Sovereign Lady the 
Sucen all bis Goods and Chatrels, and ſhall ſuffer yes during his 
Lite: Andif any perſon or perſons, that for his firſt offence concerning the 
premilles, ſhall be convict in form aforeſaid, do not pay the ſum to be paid by 
vertue of his conviction, in ſuch manner and form, as the ſame oughr to be 
paid, within fix weeks.next after his cenviction, that then every perſon ſo con- 
vidt, and fo not Faying the ſame, ſha]! tor the ſame firſt offence in ſtead of 
the ſaid ſum, ſuffer Impriſonment by the ſpace of fix moneths without Bail or 
Mainpriſe : And if any perſon or perſons, that for his ſecond offence concern- 
ing the premiſes ſhall be convict mi form aforeſaid, do nor pay the ſaid ſum ts 
be paid by verrue of his conviction, and th's cftatute, in ſich manner and 
form, as the ſame ought ro be paid, within fix weeksnext after his ſaid ſecond 
conviction ; That then every perſon ſo convicted, and not fo paying the ſame, 
ſhall tor the ſame ſecond offence, in the ſtead of the ſaid ſum, ſuifer impri- 
ſonment during twelve moneths withour Bail or Mainpriſe : And. that from 
and after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of St. John Baptiit next coming, all 
and every perſon and perſons, inhabiring with this Realm, or any other the 
Nueens Majeſties Dominions, ſhall diligently and faithfully, having no law- 
tul or reaſonable excuſe to be abſent, endeavour themſelves to reſort rorheir 
Pariſh- Church, or Chappel accuſtomed, or upon reaſonable let .thereot, to 
ſome uſual place, where common prayer, and ſuch Service of God ſhall be 
uſed inſuch time of ler, upon every Sunday, and other days ordained and uſ- 
ed to be kept as Holy days, and then and there to abide orderly and ſoberly, 
during the time of the Common-prayer, Preachings, or other Service of God 
there to be uſed and miniſtred, wupan pain of puniſhment by the cenſures of 
the Church, and alſo upon pain; that every perſon ſo offending ſhall forteir 
for every ſuch offence twelve pence to be levied by the Church-Wardcns cf 
the Pariſh where ſuch offence ſhall be done, to the uſe of the of the 
fame Pariſh, of the goods, lands, and renements of ſuch ottender, by way 
of diſtreſs. 

And tor due execution hereot, the Qeens moſt Excellent ma elty, the Lords 
temporal, andall rhe commons in this preſent Parliament aflem led, do in 
Gods Name earneſtly require, and charge all the a aiqunge > Biſhops, and 
other Ordinaries, that they ſhall endeavour themſelves ro the uttermoſt of 
their knowledges, that the due and true execution hereof may be had through- 
out their Dioceſles and Charges, as they will anſwer before God for ſuch e- 
vils and plagues, wherewith Almighry God may juſtly puniſh his people 
for neglecting this good and wholſom Law. And tor their Authority in this 
behalf, Be it turther enacted by the authority aforeſaid, thar all and fingu- 
lar the ſame Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, and all other their Officers, exerciting 
Eccletaſtical Juriſdiction, as well m places exempr as not exempt, within their 
Dioceſles, ſhall have tull power ke Authority by this Act to reform, cor- 
rect and puniſh by cenſures of the Church, all, and lingular perſons, which 
ſhall offend within any of their Juriſdictions, or Dioceſles, after the ſaid Feaſt 
of the Nativity of St. Job» Beptiſt next coming, againit this Act and Sta- 
tute : Any other Law, Statute, Priviledge, Liberty or Provition heretofore 
made, had or ſuffered to the contrary notwithſtanding. : 

And it is Ordained and *nacted by the Authority aforcſaid, That all and 
every Juſtice ot Oyer and Determiner, or Juſtices of Afſize ſhall have tull pow- 
er and Authority in every of their open and genzral Seſlions to enquire, hear 
and determine all and A of oftences, thar ſhall be corgmitred, or done 
contrary to any Article contained m this _ Act, within the limirs of the 
Commiſſion to them directed, and ro make proceſs tor rne execution of the 
ſame, a* they may do againſt ay perſon being indicted before them of treſ- 
paſs, or lawfully convicred thereof. ; 

Providedalways, and be it enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, that all and 
every Arch-biſhop and Biſhop ſhall and may ar all time and times at his li- 
berry and pleaſure, joyn andalsociate himſzlt by vertue of rhis Act to the {aid 
Jullicesof Oyer and Determiner, or to the ſaid Juſtices of Aſlze at every 
of the ſaid open and general Seflions, to be holden in any place within his 
loco, for and to the enquiry, hearing, and determining ot the ottences 

oreſaid. + 

Provided alſo, and be it enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, that the Books 
concerning the ſaid Services ſhall at the cofts and charges of rhe Pariſhioners 
ofevery Parilh and Cathedral Church, be attained, and gorren before rhe 
ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of St. John 6aptiſc next following 3 And thar all 
ſuch Pariſhes and Cathedral Churches, or other places, where the ſaid Books 
ſhall beatrained ard gotten before the ſaid Feaft of the Nativity of Sr. Johre 
Baptiſt, (hall within chree weeks nextatter ra ſaid Books 10 — 
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gotteh, uſe the ſaid Service,a #9 the ſame in ore accarding to this Act. 

And be it further Enattedby the Authority atorefaid, that no perſon or perſons 
fhall be at any time hereatter impeached, or otherwiſe molelted of, or tor any the 
offences above mentioned, hereafter to be committed, or done contrary to this 
Act, unleſs he or they ſo offending be thereof indicted at the next general Seſhons 
to be holden before any ſuch Jultices of Oyer and Determiner, or Juſtices of Aſſze 
next atter any offence committed or done , contrary tothe Tenour of this AQ, 

Provided always and be it Ordained and Etiafted by the Authority aforeſaid, that 
all and fingular Lords of the Parliament tor the ti1ird offence above mentioned , 
ſhall be trycd by their Peers, : 

P.ovided alſo, and be it Ordained and Enatted by the Authority aforeſaid, that 
the Mayor of London, and all other Mayors, Bayliffs, and other Head Officers of 
all and ſingular ciies, Burroughs, and Towns-corporate within this Realm, V Vales 
and the Marches of the ſame, tothe which Jultices of Aſlize do not commonly re- 
pair, ſha have full power and Authority by vertue of this Att, to enquire, hear, 
and determine the offences aboveſaid, and every of them yearly , withio fitteen 
days atter the Fealts of Eaſter, and St. Michael the Arck-angel, in like manner 
anJ form, as Jultices of Aſſize, and Oyer and Determiner may do. | ; 

Pcovided always, and be it Ordained and Enafted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
that all and ſingular Arch-Biſhops, and Biſhops, andevery of their Chancellours, 
Commillaries, Arch Deacons, and other Ordinaries, having any peculiar Ecclefi- 

aitical Juriſdition ſhall have full power and Authority by vertve of this AQ, as 
well to enquire in their Viſitations, Synods, and elſewhere within their Juriſditi- 
ong atany other ti ne and place, to take accuſations, and informations, of all and 
every the things above mentioned, done, committed, or perpetrated within the 11- 
mits of their Juriſdiftions and Authority, as to punith the ſame by admonition, 
excomtmunication , ſequeſtration, or deprivation, and other ccaſures, and pro- 


ceſs, in ike form, as heretofore bath been uſed it like caes by the Queens te- 
clefiaſtical Laws, 

Provided always, and be it enaQtcd, that whatſoever perſon offending in the pre- 
miſſes ſhall tor the offence ficft receive puniſhment of the Ordinary, baving 
a teſtimonial thereot under the ſaid Ord:raries Seal, ſhall not for the ſame offence 
eftſoons be convidted before the'Jullices ; and likewiſe receiving for the ſaid offence 
puniſhment firſt by the Juſtices, be ſhall not tor th2 ſame offence eftſoons receive 
pun t of the Ordinary : Any thing contained in this Alt to the contrary act-

Provided always, and be it enated, that ſuch Ornaments of the Church and of 
the Miniſters thereof, ſhall be retain:d, ard be in uſe, as were in this Church of 
England by the Authority of Parliament in the ſecond year of the Reign of King Ed- 
ward the ſixth, until other order ſhll be therein taken by the Authority of the 
Queens Majeſty, with the Advice of Her Commiſſioners, :ppninted ard Author.zed 
under the great S:al of England tor cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, or of the Metropolitan 
of this Realm, And alſo, that if there ſball happen any contempt. or irreve- 
rence to be uſed in the Ceremonies, or Rites of the Church, by the miſuſing of the 
Orders appointed in this Book ; The Queens Majeſtie may by the like rw ok of 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, or Metropolitan, ordain and publiſh fuch further Ceremo- 
nes, or Rites, as may be moſt for the advancement of Gods glory, the edifying 
ot his Church, and the due reverence of Chriſts holy Myſteries and Sacrameats. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforeſaid, that all Laws, Statutes, 
and Ordinances, wherein, or whereby any other Service, Adminiſtration of $a- 
craments, or Common-Prayer is limited, eſtabliſhed, or ſet forth to be uſed 
within this Realm, or any ave the Queens Domiaions or Countries, ſhall from 
henceforth be utterly void and of none effeR.

Hereas in the ft year of the late Queen Elz7. there was one Uniform order of 

Common-Service and Praver, and of the Adminiſtration of Sacraments, 
Rites and Ceremonies in the Church of Fnyland, ( agreeable to the Word of 
God, and uſage of the Primitive Church ) compiled by the Reverend Biſhops 
and Clergy, ſer forth in one Book, Entitled, The Book of Common-Pra\e', and 
Admins .ration of Sacrane:ts, and oher Rites and Cerem nes inthe Church of 
England, and enjoyned to be uſed by Att of Pariiament nolden in the laid firſt 
year of the ſaid late Queen, Entituled, An AH for the Vniformity of Common- 
Prazer and Service in th: (h.yh, and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, very 
comtortable to all good people deſirous to live in Ciriltian Converſation, and 
moſt profitable to the Eſtate of this Realm, upon the which the mercy, Favour 
and Bleſſing of Almighty God is in no wiſe ſo readily and plentifully poured, 
as by Common-Prayers, due uſing ot the Sacraments, and often eating of 
the Goſpel with devotion of the hearers : And yet this notwithſtanding a great 
number of people in divers parts of this Realm, following their own Senlvuali- 
ty, and living without knowledge and due tear of God, do wiltully and Schiſma- 
rically abſtain, and refuſe to come to their Pariſh-Churches, and other Publick 
places where CoMmmon-Prayer, Adminiſtration of the Sacraments and Preaching 
of the Word of God is uled, upon the Sundays and other days ordained and ap- 
pointed to be kept and obſerved as Holy days : And whereas by the great and 
ſcandalous neglett of Miniſters in the ſald Order, or Liturgy fo ſet forth and en- 
joyned as aforeſaid, great miſchiets and inconveniencies, during the times of the 
late unhappy Troubles have ariſen andgrown ; And many people have been led 
into Fattions and Schiſms, to the great decay and ſcandal of the Reformed Re- 
ligion of the Church of England, and to the hazard of many Souls: For preven- 
tion whereof in time to come, for ſettling the peace of the Church, and for al- 
laying the preſent diſtempers which the 1ndiſpoſition of the time bath contraCt- 
ed, the Kings Majelty { according to His Declaration of the five and twentieth 
of Oftobey, Onethouſand ſix hundred and ſixty ) granted his Commiſſion under 
the great Seal of Exgland? to ſeveral Biſhops and otter Divines to review the 
Bookof Common: Prayer, and to prepare ſuch Alterations and Additions, as they 


thought fit to offer ; And atterwards the convocations of both the Provinces of 


Canteriu'y and ork, being by his Majeltie called and Aſſembled ( and now ſitting) 
His Majeſtic hath been pleaſed to Authorize and require the preſidents of toe 
ſaid Coavocations, and other the Biſhops and Clergy of the ſame, to review the 
ſaid Book of Common- Prayer, and the Book of the Form and Manner of the 
Making and Conſecrating of Biſbops, Prielts, and Deacons; And that atter ma- 
true conſideration they ſhould make fuch Additions and Alterations in the ſaid 
Books reſpeQtively as to them ſhould ſe em meet and convenient ; And ſhould ex» 
hibit avd prcleat the ſame to his Myelty in writing for his further allowance 
or confirmation ; Since which time, upon full «od mature deliberation, they the 
ſaid Preſidents, Biſhops, and Clergy ot both Provinces, have accordingly reviewed 
the ſaid Books, and have made ſome Altcrations which they think fit to be 
inſertedro the ſame; And ſome Additional Prayers to the ſaid Book of 
Commorr Prayer, to be uſed upon proper and emergent occaſions; and have 
exhibited and preſented the ſame unto His Majeſtic in writing, in one Book, 
Entituled, The Book of Common» prazer, and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, 
E ofber Rites and Ceem onies of the church, acc0rding to the uſe of the Church 
of England; togerber with th» Pſalter, or P(alms of David, pointed as th:y are 18 
be ſuug or ſaid m Churches; And the Form and Manner of Making, Ordainingy 
" axd conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons: All which His Majeltie hay- 

ing duly conſidzred hath fully approved and allowed the ſame, and regom- 

mended to this preſent Parliament, that the ſaid book of common- Prayer, and 

of the Form of Ordinatios and Coalecration of Bilkops, Priclts, and Deacons, 


CAROL.

with the Alterations and Additions which have been ſo made and preſented to 
His Majelty by the ſaid Convocarions, be the Book which ſhall be appointed 
t2 be uſed by all that officiate in all Cathedral and Collegiate Churches and 
Chappels 3 and in all Chappels of Colledges and Halls ia both the Univer- 
litizs, an4 the Colledges of Eaton and Wincheſter, and in all Pariſh- Churches 
avd Chappels within the Kingdom of England, Dominion of wales,and Towa 
of Berwick upon Tweed, and by all that Make, or Conſecrate Biſbops, Prielts 
or Deacons, in any of the ſaid places, under fuch Sanftions and Penaltics as 
the Houſes of Parliament ſhall think fit : Now in regard that nothing conduceth 
more to the ſetling of the Peace ofthis Nation (which is defired of all good men ) 
norto the honour of our Religion , and the propagation thereof, then an uni- 
verſal agreement in the Publick Worſhip of Almighty God; And to the intent 
thatevery perſon within this Realm, may certainly know the rule , to which he 
is to contorm in Publick Worſhip, and Adminiſtration of Sacraments, and 0- 
ther Rites and Ceremonies of the Church of England, and the manner how, 
and by whom Biſbops, Prieſts, and Deacons are, and ought to be Made, Or- 
dained, and Conſecrated. 

Be it Enacted by the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſtie, by the advice, and with 
the conſent of the Lords Spiricual and Temporal, and of the commons1a this 
preſent Parliament aſſembled , and by the Authority of the ſame, that all and 
fiogular Miniſters, in any Cathedral, Collegiate, or Pariſh-Church or Chappel, 
or other place ot publick Worſhip within this Realm of England, Dominion of 
Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tw-ed, ſhall be bound to fay and uſe the 
Morning Prayer, Evening Prayer, C:lebration and Adminiſtration of both tae 
Sacrarr.ents, and all other the Publick and Common-prayer, ia ſuch order and torm 
as is mentioned ir the ſaid Book annexed and joyned to this preſent ACt, and 
Entituled , The Book of Common-Prayer, and Adminiſtration of the Sacrammts, 
and other Rites and Ceremonges of tbe Church , according 10 the wſe of the Church 
«f England, 2'gether with the Pſalter or Pſalms of Vavid, pointed as they ar $9 be 
ſung or ſaid is Churches; And the Form and Manner of Making, Ordaining, and 
conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons : And , that the Morning and 
Evening Prayers therein contained, ſhall upon every Lords day, and upon all os 
ther days and occafions, and at the times therein appointed, be-openly and fo- 
lemaly read by all and every Minilter oc curate in every Church, Chappel or

Provided always, Toat from and after the twenty fifth day of March, which 
ſhall be in thz year of our Lord God, One thouſand fix hundred eighty two, 
there ſhall be omitted in the ſaid Declaration , or Acknowledgment fo to be ſub* 
ſcribed and read, theſe words following, Scilicer, 


AC I dodeclare, that I do hold there lies no obligation upon me, or on any 
other perſon tiom the Oath, commonly;called the Solemn League and Cove 
nant, to endeavour any change, or alteration ot Government either in Church or 
S'ate, and that the ſame was in it ſelf an unlawful Oath, and impoſed upon the 
Subj-Qts of this Realm, againſt the known Laws and Liberties of this Kingdom.

being by them, or any three of them at the lealt, viewed, peruſed, and allowed 
be imprinted to ſuch number at leaſt, ſo that one of the ſaid Books, ſo Tranllated 
and Imprinted may be had for every Cathedral, Cullegiate, and Pariſh-Church 
and Chappel of Eaſe in the ſaid reſpetive Dioceſles, and places in Wales, where 
the Welſh is commonly ſpoken or uled, before the firſt day of May, one thouſand 
ſix hundred fixty five 3 And, that trom and atter the Imprinting and Publiſhing of

Andto the end that the true and perfe4 Copies ofthis At, and the ſaid Book here- 
unto annexed,may be lately kept, and perpetually preſerved, and for the avoiding of 
#1] diſputes tor the time to come; Bz it therefore Enated by the Authority atoreſaid, 
that the reſpeftive Deans and Chapters of every Cathedral or Collegiate Church, 

within Exgland and Wales, fha!l at their proper colts and charges, betore the 25th. 
day of December, One thouſand fix hundred ſixty and two, obtain under the great 
Seal of England a true and jerteft Copy of this At, and of the ſaid Book annex- 
ed hereunto, to be by the ſaid Deans and Chapters, and their Succeſſors, kept aud 
preſerved in ſafety for ever, and to be alſo produced, ard ſhewed forth in any 
courts of Record as otiea as they ſhall be thereunto lawfully required : And alſo 
there ſhall be delivered true and pertet Copies of this At, and of the ſame Bok 
ioto the reſpeftive Courts at Weſtminſte,, and into the Tower of Lexdox, to be 
kept and preſerved tor ever among the Records of the ſaid Courts, and the Records 
of the Tower, to be alſo produced and thewed forth in any Court, as need thall re-

Providedaljo, that the Book of Common prayer, & Adminiſtration of the Sacra- 
ments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of this Charch of E »gland, together with the 
form and manner of Ordaining, and Cenſecrating Biſhops, Pric{ts, & Deacons, here- 
tofore in uſe, and reſpetively eſtabliſhed by Act of Parliament the 1ſt. & 8th. years 

of Q_Fliz.ſhall be {ti} uſed ang obſerved in the Church of Eng/ard, until the Fealt ot 
St. &a. :holorpew, Which ſhall be ig the my eur Lord God, 1662, THE 
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Thath been the Wiſdom of the Chorch of England, ever ſince the firſt —_— 
of Her publick Liturgy, to keep the Mean between the two Extreams, of too muc 
niffgeſs in retuling, and ot too much eaſineſs in admitting any variation trom it. For 
_ he one ſide common Experience ſheweth that where a change hath been made 
rr _ adviſedly eſtabliſhed ( #0 evident neceſſity ſo reJuiring ) ſundry inconveni- 
of _ 'c thereupon enlued, And thole many times more, and greater t! Ca the 
ences ant oe intended tu be remedied by fuch change : So on the other ſide, the 
evils t = Forms of Diviae Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed ro be 
ter in, bcing things in the:r own nature indifterent, and alterablc, and lo ac- 
_ _ on 4: [tis but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important conſiderations, 
0 -ding to the various exigency ot times and occahons, fuch changes and altera- 
jr th 1d be made therein, as to thoſe that are in place of Avthority ſhould tron 
wn > ſeem either neceſſary or expedicnt. Accordingly we fird , that inthe 
_ rt of ſeveral Princes of blefled memory lince the Retormation, the Church up-

and do yet [tand firm and unthaken, notwithſtanding all the vainatterpts and 1impe- 
(y0us ailaults made againit it, by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always 
viſcourerea 2 preacer Rn ' their own private tancies and 1aterc{ts, then to that 
, they Owe tO the Pubilck, n ; : 
cy er nackey means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy 
(though enjoyned by the Laws ot the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repeal- 
ed) came, during the late unhappy contuſions, to be diſcontinued , Is too well 
known to the world, and we are not willing here to remember. But when upon 
tis Majc{ties happy Reltauration 1t ſeemed probable, that amongſt other things, 
the ule of the Liturgy allo would return of courle, (the lame having never btecn 
legally abolithed,) un e's lome timely means were uſed to prevent it ; thoſe men 
who under the late uſurped powers had made it a great part ol their buſinels to 
-cnder the people dilaffelted thereunto, ſaw themielves 10 point of reputation 
andintereſt concerncd (unleſs they wouid freely acknowledge th:mlelves to have 
erred, which ſuch men are very hardly brough: to do) with their utmoſt cndea- 
vours to hinder the refficurion thereof, In oder whereunto, divers Pamr hlets 
—_ publithed againft the Book of Common Praver, the old Obj<ticns muſtered 
un, with the adaition of ſome new ones more tixn formerly had heen made, to 
make th: number {well, In tine, great imporiunities were uſed to His Sacred Mas 
(ty, trat the ſaid Buok might be Keviled , and ſuch Alterations therein, and 
" Siiciors thereunto made, x5 thouid be thought requiſite tor the eale of tenzer 
Coolciences: Whereunto His Majtlty ou: of His pious Inc:ination to give fatistaGtt- 
vn (1 tar as could be reatonably expeted) ro all His Subjets of what perlwahon 
ſoever,did graciouſly cond-icund. y 
11 which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we 
fiad to have bcen uſed in the like cale in tormer times. And therefore of the fur» 
ery Alterations propoſed unto us, we have rejcfted all tuch as were e1.her of 
dangervus conlequence { as flecictiy {iriking at Jome eliablithed Doftrine » or 
laudable Prattile of the Church of Englur.d, or indeed of the whole Catholick 
Church of Chrift) or elſe ot no cenſequence at all, but utterly frivolous and 


vain, But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us ( by what perſons, under what 
pretences, or to what purpole ſoever fo tendred) as ſeemed to vs 1 any ecgree 
requiſitc or expedient, we have willingly and of our own accord aflented unto: 
Not enforced fo to do by any ſtrengit: of Argument, convincing us of the ne- 
ceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations: For we are tully perſwad<d in cur Juog- 
ments ( agd we here profeſs it to the world ) that the Book, as it ſtood beture c- 
{tabliſhed by Law, dota not contain in it aty thing contrary to the Wcrd of God. of 
to ſoundDettrine,or which aGodly man may not with a good conlcience uſe and futy- 
mit unto, cr which 1s not tairly detenſible againſt any wet (hall opp21ie the lame; 
Ii it (hill be allowed fuch jutt and tavourable contiruttion as in common equity ought 
tO be allowed to all Humane writings, <lpecially luch as are ſet forth by Autior it), 
and even to the very belt tranſlacrons of the holy Scripucre it felt. 

Our general aim theretore in this undertaking was, not to gratifie this cr that 
farty 1n any their unrealonable demands, but to do that which to our belt under- 
ttangings we conceived might moſt tend to theprefervation of Peace and” Unity in 
th: Church; The procuring ct Reverence, and exciting ot Picty and Devotion in 
the Publick Worſhip of Gud ; And the cutiing off occaſion trom them that ſeek 
occaſion of Cavil, or quarcel againlt the Litorgy ot t1e Caurch, And as tothe fe- 
veral variations trom ihe tormer Eook, wiether by Alteration, Addition, or cther- 
wile, it [hall luftice to give this general account, That moſt of the Alterations were 
made, either firit tor th2 better direQtion of them taat are to officiate in any part 
of Divine Service; which is chu: fly Cone 1n the Kalcndars anc Rubricks : Or ſecond- 
ly, tor the more proper expreſhag ot lome words or phcales of ancicnc uloge, in 
terms more {uitable to the Language of the preſent times, and rhe cl:arer explana- 
tion of ſome other words and phrales, that were enher ot coubttul fienification, oc 
otherwiſe liable to milconſtruction: Or thirdly, lor a more perfect rend: tg of fuch 
portions of holy Scripture as are iierced imo the Liturgy ; which in the Epiltles 
and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places are now ordercd to be read ac- 
cording to the laſt trarilation : And that 1t was thought convenient, that lure, Pray- 
ers and Thanksgivings, fitted to ſpecial occaſions, thould be added in their dus 
places; particularly torthote atS2a, together with an Othce tor theBapaim of ſuch as 
are of riper years; which airhough not ſonec.flary when the tormer Book was com- 
piled, yet by tlic growth of Anabaptitm, 1hrough che liceptiouſneſs of the late times 
crept in amongltt us, is now become neceflary, and may be always uſetul tor the hay- 
tizing of Natives, in our Plantations, ard others converted to the Faith. 1t any 
nan, who hall deſire a more particular account oi the fevcral alterations in any 
part of the Liturgy, ſhall rake the pains to compare t ie pretent Book with the tor= 
mer z we doubt not but the reaſon of the change may calily aj pear, 

Aud having thus endeavourcd to Cifci:arge our Cuties in this weighty Affuir, as 
mthe fight of cod, and to approve our 1incerity there'n ( lo tar as lay in vs) ro the 
con{ciences of all men, although we know it impoſſivle ( mn tuch variety of apprehen- 
lions, humours, and inter<{ts, asarc inthe world) to pleale ail; Nor can expe, 
that men of tattious, peeriſh, an4 perverſe 1; icits thowld be fatisfied with any 1 ng 
that can be don: in this kind by any other then themilelves : Yer we nave good hope, 
that what is hzre preſented, aad hath been by the Conyocations of both Provinces 
with great diugenc2 examined and approved, will be ali vl accepted, and ap- 
proved by all luber, pezczable, and true'y conſcicatious ys of tae Church of 
Englard, 


A Concerning the Service of the CHUR CH. 


Here was never any thing by the wit of Man fo well de- 
Tie » or ſo ſure Eſtabliſhed, which , in continuance of 
tine, hath not been corrupted :; As, among, other things , it 
may plainly appear by the Common Prayers in the Church, 
commonly called Divine Service. The firit original and ground 
whereof if a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, 
he ſhall find that the ſame was not ordained but of a good 
purpoſe, and for a great advancement ot Godlineſs : For they 
{0 ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible, (or the great- 
eſt part thereof ) ſhould be read over once every year ; In- 
tending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially fuch as were 
Miniſters inthe Congregation, ſhould ( by often reading , and 
meditation in Gods Word ) be itirred up to godlineſs them- 
ſelves, and be more ableto exhort others by wholſome doc- 
trine, and to confute them that were adverſaries to the Truth: 
and further, that the people, ( by dayly hearing of holy Scrip- 
ture read in the Church ) might continually profit more and 
more m the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed 
with the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this Godly and decent Order 
of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and ne- 
gleted, by planting in uncertain Stories and Legends, with 
multitude of Reſponds, Veries, vain Repetitions, Commemo- 
rations and Synodals ; that commonly when any Book of the 
Bible was begun, aſter three or four Chapters were read out, 
al the reft were unread. And in this ſortthe Book of Iſaiah 
Was begun in «Advent, and the Book of Geneſis in Septuage- 
ma; but they were only begunand never read through : Af- 
i like fort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And 


moreover, whereas St. Par! would have ſuch language ſpoken 
to the People in the Church as they might underitand, and 
have profit by hearing the ſame; the Service in this Church 
of England theſe many years, hath been read in Latin to the 
people, which they underſtand not ; So that they naye heard 
witch their ears oncly, and their hearr, ſpirit, and mind have 
not been editied thereby. And ſurthermore, notwithſtanding 
thatthe ancient Farhers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven 
Portions, Whereof every one was Called a Norm: Now of 
late time, a few of them have been dayly ſaid, and rhe reſt ut- 
terly omitted, Moreover, the number and hardnets of the 
Rules called the Pe, and the manifold changings of the Scr- 
vice was the caule; that to turn the Book only was ſo hard and 
ntricate a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs 
to find out what thould be rcad, then to read it whenit was 
found out. 

Theſe inconveniencics therefore conſidered, here is ſet 
forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redrefied. And 
for a rcadineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kaleridar 
for that purpoſe, which is plain and cafic ro be underſtood; 
therein ( ſo much as may be ) the reading, of holy Scripture 
is fo ſet forth, that all things ſhall he done in order, without 


. breaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off 


Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatorics, and ſuch like things EE 
did break the continual courte of the reading of the Scrip- 
rure. 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy. but that of neceſſity there 
mult be tome Rules ;, therefore cerram Rules are here 1ct 
forth; which, as they are few in number, to they are plain and

caſie to be underſtood. So that here yon have an Order 
for Praycr, and for the reading, of the holy Scripture, much 
agreeable to the inind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a 
great deal more profitable and commodious , then that which 
Of lace was uſed. Ir is more profitable, becauie here are left 
our many things, whereof fome arc untrue, ſome uncertain, 
ſome vam and ſuper itious; and nothing is ordained to be 
read but the very pure Word of God, the holy Scriptures, 
or that which is agrecable to the ſame; and that in ſuch a lan- 
g1age and order, as is moit calic and plain forthe underftand- 
ing both of the Readers and Hearers.lt is alſo more commodi- 
ous, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of 
the Order, and ſor that the Rules be few and cafic. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in 
ſaying and finging in Churches within this Realm; ſome fol- 
lowing, Salis-zry Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of 
Bangor, ſome of York, ſome of Lincoln ; now from henceforth 
all ric whole Realm ſhall have but one Ute. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be fo plainly ſet forth, but 
doubts may arile in the uſe and practice of the fame; to ap- 
peaſe all ſuch diverſity ( if any ariſe ) and for the relolution 
of all doubts, concerning the manner how to underſtand, do 
and execute the things contained inthis Book ; the parties that 
ſo doubt, or diverily take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to 


the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take gr. 
der for che quieting and appeaſing of the ſame; ſo that the 
ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this 
Book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he 
may ſend for the relolution thereof to the Arch-biſhop,

8 hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall be rea4 and ſung 
m the Church im the Engliſh Tongue, to the end, that the 
Congregation may be thereby edified yet it 15 not meant, but that 
when men [ay eAorning and Evening Prayer jrivately, they 
may ſay the ſame in any Language that they themſelves do un- 
derlt and. 

eAn1 all Priefts and Deacons are to ſay daily the e-Wornizg 
and Evening Prayer, either privately, or openly, not being let 
by ſickneſs, or ſome other urgent cauſe. 

And the Curate that Mmiftreth in every Pariſh-church or chap- 
pel, beg at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonably hincdred, tha! 
ſay the | Ac m the Pariſh-church or Chappel where he miniſtreth, 
an1 ſhall cauſe a Bell to he tolled therennto a convenient time be- 
fore he begin, that the people may come to hear Gods Word, aud 
to praywith him. 
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Of CEREMONTES, Why ſome be Aboliſhed, and ſome retained. 


F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed inthe Church, and have had their beginning by the inſtirution of Man, ſome at the firit were 

of zodly inrent an4 purpoſe deviſed, and yet at length turned to vanity and ſuperſtition : Some entred into the Church by 
unuiicreet devotion and ſuch a Zeal as was without knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked at in the beginning , they 
erew daily to more and more abuſes, which not only for their unprofitableneſs, but alſo becauſe they have much blind- 
ed the people, and obſcured the glory of God, arc worthy to be cut away, and clean rejected : Orher there be, which although 
they have been deviſed by Man, yct itis thought good to reſerve them till, as well for adecent order in the Church ( for the 
which they were firſt deviſed ) as becauſe they pertain to edification, whereunto all things done in the Church / as the Apoſtle 
tcacheth ) ought to be referred. , 

And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſelf conſidered, is but a ſinall thing, yet the wilful and contempt- 
uous tranſgreſſion and breaking of a common Order and Diſcipline, is no ſinall offence betore God, Let all things be done a- 
mong you, laith St. Paul, in a ſeemly and ane order ;, The appointment of the which order pertaineth not to private men, there- 
fore n9 man ought to take m hand, or preſume to appoint or alter any publick or common Order in Chritts Church, cxcept 
he be lawfully called and authorized thereunto. 

Ana whercas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, that fome think it a yreat matter of conſcience to depart from 
a piece of the leaft of their Cercmonics, they be to added to their old cuſtoms; and agamon the other tide, ſome be ſonew- 
fangled,that they would innovate all things, and ſo deſpiſc the 01d,that nothing can like them, but that is new: It was thought ex- 
pedienrt, not fo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and fatishe either of theie parties, as how to picaſe God, and profit them 
both. And yet left any man ſhould be oftended, whom good reaſon might farishe, here be ccrrain cauſes rendred, why ſome 
ofthe accuſtomed Ceremonies be pat away, and tome retained and kept iti1l. 

Some arc put away, becauſe the great excels and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter days, that tie burthen 
of them was intolerable ; whereof St. Arauftine in his time complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, that chee- 
ſtate of Chriſtian People was in worſe caie concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he counſelled, rhar ſuch yoke and 
burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would St. Augu/t:me have laid, if he had iecn rhe 
Cercmonies of late days uſed among us; whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared ? This our cxcet- 
five multirude of Ceremonies was fo great, and many of them ſo dark, that they did more confound and darken, then declare 
and ſer forth Chrilts benefits unto us. And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a Ceremomal Law ( as much of Afoſes Law was ) 
bur it 15 a Reli;1on to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of the fpirit ; being con- 
tent only with thoſe Ceremonies which do ſerve toa decent Order, and Godly diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull 
mind of man tothe remembra:ce of his Duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial ſignification, whereby he might be edihed. 
Furthermore,the mo{ weighty cauſe ofthe aboliſhment of certain*Ceremonies was, That they were fo far abuſzd; partly by the 
ſuperititious blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuchas ſought more their own lucre, 
then the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remaining ſtill. 

But nowas concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be offended, for that tome of the 014 Ceremonies are retain- 
ed ftill: If they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonics it is not poſſible to keep any Order or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, 
they ſhall caſily perccive juſt cauſe to reform their Judgments. And if they think much, that any of the old do remain, and 
would rather have all deviſed anew: Then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the old 
way be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old only for their age, without bewraying, of their own folly. 
For in ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have revererice unto them for their antiquity, if they will declare themſelves to be more 
ſftudious of uniry and concord, then of innovarions,and new-fangleneſs, which,( as much as may be with true ſetting forth of 
ChriſtsReligion ) is al ways to be eſchewed. Furthermore,ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be oftend- 
ed.For as thoſe are taken away which were moſt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences without any cauſe ; ſo the other 
that remain are retained for a diſcipline and Order which ( upon juſt cauſes ) may bealtered and change.1, and therefore arc 
nor to be eſteemed equal with Gods Law. And moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that 
ay man may underſtand what they do mean , and to what uſe chey do terve. $0 that it 15 not like that they in time to come 
ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And inthefe our doings we condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to our 


own people only : For we think it convenient, that every Countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as ny ſhall think beſt ro the 
i 


ſetting forth of Gods honcu” and glory, and to the reducing of the people to a moſt periect and godly living , without errour 
or ſaperſtition; and thatthey ſhould put away other things, which from time ro time they perccive to be molt auſed, as in mens 
ordinances it often chanceth diverſly in divers Countreys. CYRO

CE CO many as intend to be partakers of the holy Communion, ſhall fig - 
OI fy therr names to the Curate at leaſt fas Arcs the day farts 

q Ana if any of theſe be an open and notorious evil liver or have done 
any wrong to his neighbours by word or deed, ſo that the Congregation 
be thereby þ my" ; the Curate having knowledge thereof, ſhall call 
him and advertiſe him, that in any wiſe he preſume not to come to 
the L.oras Table, until he hath openly declared himſelf to have truly 
repented and amended his former naughty life, that the congregation 
may thereby be ſatisfied,which before were offended; and that he hath 
rerompen/ed,the parties to whom he hath done wrong,or at leaſt declave 
himlelf to be in ful parpeſt ſo to dd,as ſoon as he convemiently may. 

q The ſame order ſhall the Curate uſe with thoſe betwixt whom he per- 
cerveth malice and hatred to reign ; not ſuffering them to be parta- .

For as the benefit is great, if 
with a true penitent heart and lively faith , we re- 
ceive that holy Sacrament, (for then we ſpiritually 
cat the fleſh of Chriſt , and drink his bloud ; then 
we dwell in Chriſt,and Chriſt in us ; weare one with 
Chriſt, and Chriſt with vs, ) ſo is the danger great, 
if we receive the ſame yunworttuly.

Marvel not that I 
ſaid unto thee, Ye mult be born again. The wind 
bloweth where it liſteth, and thou heareſt the ſound 
thereof,but canſt not tell whence it cometh,and whi- 
ther it gocth:ſo isevery one that is born of the Spirit. 
«q After which he ſhall ſay this Exhortation following. 
Eloved,ye hear in this Goſpel the expreſs words 
of our Saviour Chriſt,that except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter intothe 
kingdomof God. Whereby ye may perceive the great 
neceſlity of this Sacrament , where it may be had.

Which alſo ſheweth unto us the great benefit we 
reap thereby. For which cauſe Saint Peter the A- 
poſtle, when upon his firlt preaching of the goſpel 
many were pricked at the heart , and faid unto him 
and the reſt of the Apoſtles, Men and brethren,what 
ſhall we do? replied and ſaid untothem, Repent and 
be baptized every oneof you for the remiſſion of ſins, 
and ye ſhall receive the gift of the holy Ghoſt. For 
the promiſe is to you and your children , and to all 
that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our God 
ſhall call. And with many other words exhorted he 
them, ſaying, Save your ſelves from this untoward 
generation.

fying unto us the myſtical union that is betwixt 
E Chrilt 


Chriſt and his Charch ; waich holy eſtate Chriſt ad- 
orned and beautified with his preſence, & firſt mira- 
cle that he wrought in Cana of Galilee , and is com- 
mended of Saint Paul to be honourable among all 
men ; And therefore isnot by any to be enterprized, 
nor taken in hand unadviſedly, lightly, or wantonly 
to ſatisfie mens carnal luſts and appetites, like brute 
bealts,that have nounderſtanding;but reverently,diſ- 
creetly, adviſedly, ſoberly, and in the fear of God, 
duly conſidering the cauſes for which Matrimony 
was ordained. 

Firſt, it was ordained for thg. procreation of chil- 
dren, to be brought up in the fear and nurture of the 
Lord, and to the praile of his holy Name, 

Secondly, it was ordained for a remedy againſt fin, 
and to avoid fornication ; that ſuch perſons as have 
not the gift of continency , might marry, and keep 
themſelves undefiled members of Chriſts body. 

Thirdly,it was ordained for the mutual ſociety,help 
and comfort that the one ought to have of the other, 
both in proſpericy and adverſity : into which holy e- 
ſtate theletwo perions preſent come now to be joyn- 
cd. Therefore if any man can ſhew any juſt cauſe 
why they may not lawfully be joyned together, let 
him now ſpeak, or elſe hereafter for ever hold his

Saint Paul in his Epiſtle to the Epheſians, the fifth 
Chapter,doth give this commandment to all married 
men, Husbands, love your wives, even as Chriſt alſo 
loved the Church, and gave himſelf for it , that he 
might ſanCtihe 2nd cleanſe it with the waſhing of wa- 
ter,by the word ; that he might preſent it rohimſelf 
a glorious Church,not having ſpot or wrinkle,or any 
ſuch thing ; but that it ſhould be holy, and withour 
blemiſh. So ought men to love their wives , as 
their own bodies : He that loveth his wife , loveth 
himſelf. For no man ever yet hated his own ficſh, 
but nouriſheth and cheriſheth it, even as the Lord 
the Church : For we are members of his body,of his 
fleſh,and of his bones. For this cauſe ſhall a man leave 
his father and mother , and ſhall be jovyned unto his 
wife, and they two ſhall be one fleſh. This is a great 
myſtery ; but I ſpeak concerning Chriſt and the 
Church. Neverthelels,let every one of you in particu- 
lar ſo love his wife, even as himſelf. Ephef. 5. 25. 

Likewiſe the ſame Saint Paul writingto the Coloſ- 
ſans, ſpeaketh thusto all menthat are married, Hus- 
bands love your wives,ard be not bitter azainſt them. 
Cul. 3. 19. 

Hear alſo what St. Peter the Apoſtle of Chriſt, who 
was himſelf a married man, faith unto them thar are 
married, Ye husbands,d well with your wives accord- 
ing to knowledge, giving honourunto the wife, as 
unto the weaker vellel, and as being heirs tozether 
of the grace of life,that your prayers be not hingred, 
LS. £00. 3. 4 

Hitherto ye have heard the duty of the Hushand to+- 
ward the wife. Now likewiſe,ye wives, hear and learn 
your quties toward your hushands,even as it is plain- 
ly ſer forth in holy Scripturc. 

Saint Paul in the aforenamed Epiſtie to the Ephe- 
fians, teacheth vou thus ; Wives, ſubmir your ſelves 
unto your own hushands, as unto the Lord. For the 
hushand is the head of the wite, even as Chriſt is the 
head of rhe Church : and he is the Saviour of the 
body. Therefore as the Church is ſubject unto Chriſt, 
{o let the wives be to their own husbands in every

thing. And again he faith ; Let the wife ſee that ſhe 
reverence why rt Fpheſ. 5.22. ; 
And in his Epiſtle to the Coloffians,Saint Paul giveth 
you this ſhort leſſon, Wives, ſubmir your ſelves unto 
your own husbands, as it isfit in the Lord. Col. 3.18. 
Saint Peter alſo doth inſtrutt you very well, thus 
ſaying, Ye wives, be in ſubjeCtion to your own huſ- 
bands; that if any obey not the word, they allo may 
without the word be won by the converſation of the 
wives ; while they behold your chaſte converſation 
coupled with fear. VVhoſe adorning, let it not be 
that outward adorning, of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold,or of putting on of apparel; bur ler 
it be the hidden man of the heart, 1n that which is 
not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and 
quiet ſpirit, which is in the ſight of God of great 
rice. For after this manner in the old time, the ho- 
y women alſo who truſted in God, adorned them- 
{lves, being in ſubjection unto their own husbands ; 
even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling him Lord ; 
whoſe daughters ye areas long as ye dowell,and are 
not afraid with any amazement. 1 S. Per. 3. 1. 
| It is convenient that the new married perſons ſhould 
receive the holy Communion at the time of their Mar- 
riage,or at the fir ſr opportunty after therr Marriage.

riſe not at all? why are they then baptized for the 
dead ? And why ſtand wein jeopardy every hour ? I 
proteſt by your rejoycing, which l have in Chriſt [e- 
{us our Lord, 1 die daily. If after the manner of men 
[ have fought with beaſts at Epheſus, what advanta- 
gcth it me, if the dead riſe not ? Let us cat and drink 
for to morrow we die. Be not deceived,evil commu- 
nications corrupt good manners. Awake to right& 
ouſne(s,and tin not; for ſome have not the knowledge 
of God. I ſpeakthis to your ſhame. But ſome man 
Will 


will fay, How are the dead raiſed up? and with 
what body do they come ? Thou fool, That which 
thou ſoweſt is not quickned, except it die, And that 
which thon fowelſt, thou ſoweft not that body that 
ſhall be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, 
or of ſome other grain. But God giveth it a body, 
2s it hath pleaſed him, and to every feed his own 
body. All fleſh is not the ſame fleſh, but there 1s one 
kind of fleſh of men , another fleſh of beaſts, ano- 
ther of fiſhes , and another of birds. There are 
41 celeſtial bodies, and bodies terreſtrial ; but 
the glory of the celeſtial is one, and the glory of the 
terreſtrial is another. There is one glory of the ſan, 
and another glory of the moon, and another glory 
of the ſtars ; forone ſtar differeth from another ſtar 
in glory, So alſo is the reſurrection of the dead ; It is 
ſown in corruption it is raiſed in incorruption - It 
is ſown in diſhonour ; it israiſed in glory : it is ſown 
in weakneſs;it is raiſed in power: It 1s ſown a natural 
body; it is raiſcd a ſpiritual body. There 1s a natu- 
ral body, and there is a ſpiritual body. And fo ir is 
written, The firſt man Adam was made a living ſoul, 
the laſt Adam was made a quickning ſpirit. How- 
bert, that was not firſt which is ſpiritual ; but that 
which is natural, and afterward that which is ſpiri- 
tual. The firſt man is of the earthgearthy : the ſecond 
man is the Lord from heaven. As is the earthy,ſuch 
are they that are earthy : and as is the heavenly,ſuch 
are they alſo that are heavenly. And as we have born 
the image of the earthy, we ſhall alſo bear the image 
of the heavenly. Now this I ſay, Brethren, thar fleſh 
and bloud cannot inherit the kingdom of God ; nei- 
ther doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, l 
ſhew you a myſtery. We ſhall not all ſleep,but we ſhall 
all be chanzed in a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, atthe laſt trump; (for the trumpet ſhall ſound, 
and the dead ſhall be raiſed incorruptible, and we 
ihall be changed. ) For this corruptible muſt put on 
incorruption,and this mortal muſt put on immorta- 
lity. So when this corruptible ſhall have put on in- 
corruption,and this mortal ſhall have put on immor- 
tality,then ſhall be brought to paſs the ſaying that is 
written, Death is ſwallowed up in victory. O death, 
where is thy ſting?O grave where is thy victory? The 
ſting of death is fin,and the ſtrength of ſinis the law.

22 They gave me gall to cat : and when | was 
thirſty, they gave me vineger to drink. 

23 Let their table be made a ſnare to take them- 
ſclves withall: and let the things that ſhould have been 
for their wealth, be unto them an occaſion of falling. 

24 Let their eyes be blinded,thart they ſee not; and 
ever bowe thou down their backs. 

25 Pour out thine indignation upon them - and let 
thy wrathſul diſpleaſure take hold of them. 

26 Let their habitation be void : and no man to 
dwell in their tents. 

27 For they perſecutehim whom thou haſt ſmitten, 
and they talk how they may vex them whom thou 
haſt wounded. 

28 Let them fall from one wickedneſs to another : 
and not come into thy righteouſneſs. 

29 Let them be wiped out of the book of the living: 
. and not be written among the righteous. 

20 As ſor me,when 1 am poor and in heavineſs: thy 
help,O God,ſhall lifr me up. 

31 [ will praiſe the name of God with a ſong : and 
maznihe it with thankſgiving. 

32 This alſo ſhall pleale the Lord: better then a bul- 
lock that hath horns and hoofs. 

33 The humble ſhall conſider this,and be glad: ſeek 
ye after God, and your ſoul ſhall live. : 

34 Fer the Lord heareth the poor, and defpiſeth 
not his. priſencrs. 

35 Let heaven and earth praiſe him: the ſea and all 
that moveth therein.

9 And notto be as their forefathers, a fairhle(s and 
ſtubborn generarion : a peneration thar ſer not their 
heart aright, and whaſe ſpirit cleaveth not ſtedfaſtly

10 Like as the thilfren of Ephraim* who being hat- 
neſled, and carrying bows, turned themſelves back in 
the day of batrel. * © 

11 They kept not the covenant of God : and would 
not walk in his taw ; 

12 But forgat what he had done : and the wonder- 
ful works that he had ſhewed for them; 

13 Marvellous things did he inthe ſight of our forefu- 
thers,in the land of Egypt : even in the field of Zoan. 

14 He divided the ſea, and let them go through : he 
made the warers to ſtand on an heap. 

15 In the day-time allo he led them with a cloud : 
and allrhenight through with a light of fire, 

16 Heclave the hard rocks in the wilderneſs : and 
gave them drink thereof, as it bad been out of the 
great depth. 

17 He brought waters out of the ſtony rock: ſo that 
it guſhed out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this rhey ſinned more againſt him:and 
provoked the moſt Hjghelt in the wilderneſs. 
| 19 They tempted God in their hearts : and requir- 
ed meat for theit luſt: © irs abi 

20 They ſpake againſt God alſo.ſaying ; Shall God 
prepare a table in the wilderneſs ? 

21 He ſmote theftony tock indeed, that the ou 
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euſhed out,. and the ſtreams flowed withal: but can 
he pive bread alſo, or provide fleſh for his people ? 

»» When the Lord heard this,he was wroth : ſo the 
ſire was kindled in Jacob, and there came up heavy 
di(pleaſure againſt Iſrael ; 

23 Becauſe they believed not in God : and put not 
their ruſt in his help. 

2.4 So he commanded the clouds above: and opened 
the doors of heaven: 

25 He rained down Manna alſo upon them for to 
eat : and gave them food from heaven.

41 Many a time did they provoke him in the wil- 
derneſs : and grieved him in the deſert. 

42 They turned back and tempted God : and mov- 
ed the holy One in Iſrael. 

43 They thought not of his hand , and of the day 
when hedelivered them from the hand of the enemy; 

44 How he had wrought his miracles in Egypt : and 
his wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters into bloud : ſo that they 
might not drink of the rivers. 

46 He ſent lice among them, and devoured themup: 
and frogs to deſtroy them. ; - 

47 He gave their fruit unto the caterpiller,and their 
labour unto the graſhopper. 

48 He deſtroyed their vines with hail-ſtones : and 
their mulberry-trees with the froſt. 

49 He ſmote their catrel alſo with hail-ſtones : and 
their flocks with hot thunder-bolts. 

50 He caſt upon them the furiouſneſs of his wrat, 
anger, diſpleaſure and trouble : and ſent evil angels 
among them. 

51 He made a way to his indignation , and ſpared 
not their foul from death : but gave their lite over 
to the peſtilence. 

52 And {mote all the firſt-born in Egypt : the moſt 
principal and mighticſt inthe dwellings of Ham : 
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53 But as for his own people,he led them forth like 
ſheep:and carried them in the wilderneſs like 2 flock, 

54 He brought them our ſafelv, that they {ſhould not 
fear : and overwhelmed their enemics with the {i-2, 

55 And brought them within the burders of his ſan- 
ctuary : even to his mountain which he purchaſed 
with his right hand, 

56 He calt out the heathen alſo hefore them: canſed 
their Iand to be divided among them for an heriraze, 
and made the tribes of Iſrael to dwell in their tents, 

57 So they tempted and diſpleaſed the moit hioh 
God : and kept not his teſtimonies ; 7 

58 But turned their backs, and fel] away like their 
fore-fathers : ſtarting aſide like a broken bow. 

59 Forthey grieved him with their hill-altars : and 
provoked him to diſpleaſure with their imaves. 

60 When God heard this,he was wroth : and took 
ſore diſpleaſure ar Iſrael ; 

61 So that he forſook the tahernacle in S:lo : even 
the tent that he had pitched among men. 

62 He delivered their power into captivity : aud
